Ago, 
Admiral Robert Blake, of Crom­ 
well’s time, is the subject of a new 
volume the au th o r being David Hail- 
nay. 
Blake was a quiet country gen­ 
tlem an and M. P. until he was nearly 
fifty years of age; yet between the 
years I *>48 and 1657 he beat the fa­ 
mous Dutch Admirals of his day; 
humbled Portugal on the sea; ch as tis- J 
ed the pirates of Algiers and Tunis; 
battered down the forts on Tunis Bay, 
supposed to be im pregnable,and burn­ 
ed nine of tile Dey’s ships; defeated 
the 
Spanish 
ships 
a t 
Cadiz, 
and, 
as a climax, 
captured 
six 
Spanish treasure ships in the deep 
and narrow -m outh bay of 
S anta 
Cruz de Teneriffe, bristling with forts. 
Blake ran the gauntlet of the castles 
at the m outh of the bay, ami so en­ 
gaged the Spanish ships th a t they 
m ust be under fire also if the shore 
batteries continue to fire upon him. 
Mr. H annay thus outlines the fight: 
“Wind and tide suited on the morning 
of April 20, 1657, when Blake readied 
the bay and stood in a t once under 
a press of canvas. 
During four hours 
the battle raged chiefly with the gal­ 
leons. 
On board the smaller ships and 
in m any of tile batteries the Spanish 
gunners m ust have stood idle, w atch­ 
ing the b attle in the middle of the h a r­ 
bor as well as the clouds of smoke 
rolled on shore by the sea breeze would 
allow them .

Messrs Larrabee and Johnson, of the 
United States Indian commission, went 
to St. Paul Monday night from the Mille 
Lacs, Snake river and Gull Lake reser­ 
vations, where for the past two weeks 
they have been prosecuting their inves­ 
tigations. 
At Gull Lake there are 200 
Indians and at Mille Lacs 9u0. 
These 
are all Mississippi river Chippewas. The 
commissioner found the Mille Lacs in a 
wretched condition; without houses or 
suitable clothing, and leading a nom a­ 
dic existence. 
Though oppressed by 
poverty, they utterly refuse to accept the 
offer to be transported to the White 
Earth reservation. 
They have no fixed 
habitations, and roam about the reser­ 
vation at their will. 
In 1863 their reser­ 
vation was ceded to the government 
w ith the understanding that they might 
remain on it as long as they did not mo­ 
lest the whites. 
They, however, will 
not admit the existence of this treaty. 
The commission offered them every in­ 
ducement offered to other tribes, but 
they repeatedly refused to consent to re­ 
moval. 
The Gull Lake Indians were 
found to be much better off and to be in 
a fair condition 
They all willingly 
signed the agreement to go to the White 
Earth reservation 
They 
were fonnd 
cngabed 
in 
work 
in the lumbering 
camps and at farming. 
The commis­ 
sion will remain in St. Paul several days 
to confer with Bishop Whipple. 
After 
that they go to the Fond du Lac. Bois 
Fort and Grand Portage reservations, 
where some two thousand of the Lake 
Superior Chippewas are. 
A majority of 
the Mississippi Chippewas have agreed 
to the removal to White Earth, and thus 
far the commission's work bas been suc­ 
cessful.

Father Vaudry Acquitted >y 
the Jury After Being 
Out Four Hours. 


Proceedings of the Trial. 


The case against Father Vaudry w is 
given to the jury Wednesday afternoon 
at 5 o’clock, and at 9 o’clock they sc it 
word to Judge Steams that they had 
agreed on a verdict. 
He went to f ie 
court room and convened the court, r’ie 
verdict tieing read to the 
assembled 
throng. 
It was “Not Guilty,” and al­ 
though many expressed an opinion that 
a disagreement would be the result, tile 
verdict giyes general satisfaction, and 
the jury have done their duty according 
to the evidence produced before them. 
The D ispatch has all along taken the 
stand that it would be impossible to con­ 
vict Father Vaudry of this crime, and 
we were honest in our convictions. 
We 
alwajs believe a man is innocent until he 
is proven guilty, doubly so in this case. 
All the evidence that man co^ld produce 
that would tend to criminate the gentle­ 
man or bring him into bad repute before 
the jury was resorted to and still he was 
proven innocent. 
We produce as a mat­ 
ter of news, now that it has been made 
public through the courts, the charges 
Mrs. Turgcon brought against Father 
Vaudry, and also his version of the af­ 
fair:

Messrs. Larrabee and Johnson, of the 
United States Indian commission, went 
to St. Paul Monday night from the Mille 
Lacs, Snake river and Gull Lake reser­ 
vation?, where for the past two weeks 
they have been prosecuting their inves­ 
tigations. 
At Gull Lake there are 200 
Indians and at Mille Lacs 900. 
These 
are all Mississippi river Chippewas. The 
commissioner found the Mille Lacs in a 
wretched condition; without houses or 
suitable clothing, and leading a noma­ 
dic existence. 
Though oppressed by 
poverty, they utterly refuse to accept the 
offer to be transported to the White 
Earth reseryation. 
They have no fixed 
habitations, and roam about the reser­ 
vation at their will. 
In 1863 their reser­ 
vation was ceded to the government 
with the understanding that they might 
remain on it as long as they did not mo­ 
lest the whites. 
They, however, will 
not admit the existence of this treaty. 
The commission offered them every in­ 
ducement offered to other tribes, but 
they repeatedly refused to consent to re­ 
moval. 
The Gull Lake Indians were 
found to be much better off and to be in 
a fair condition. 
They all willingly 
signed the agreement to go to the White 
Earth reservation 
They 
were fonnd 
engabed 
in 
work 
in the lumbering 
camps and at farming. 
The commis­ 
sion will remain in 8t. Baul several days 
to confer with Bishop W hipple. 
After 
that they go to the Fond du Lac. Bois 
Fort and Grand Portage reservations, 
where some two thousand of the Lake 
Superior Chippewas are. 
A majority of 
the Mississippi Chippewas have agreed 
to the removal to W hile Earth, and thus 
far the commission’s work has been suc­ 
cessful. 


“NOT GUILTY.” 


Father Vaudry Acquitted V 
the Jury After Being 
Out Four Hours. 


Proceedings of the Trial. 


The case against Father Vaudry w is 
given to the jury Wednesday afternoon 
at 5 o’clock, and at 9 o’clock they sc it 
word to Judge Stearns that they had 
agreed on a verdict. 
Ile went to t ie 
court room and convened the court, ’ ie 
verdict being read to the 
assembled 
throng. 
It was “ Not G uilty,” and al­ 
though many expressed an opinion that 
a disagreement would be the result, the 
verdict gives general satisfaction, and 
the jury have done their duty according 
to the evidence produced before them. 
The D ispatch has all along taken the 
stand that it would be impossible to con­ 
vict Father Vaudry of this crime, and 
we were honest in our convictions. 
We 
always believe a man is innocent until he 
is proven guilty, doubly so in this case. 
A ll the evidence that man co^ld produce 
that would tend to criminate the gentle­ 
man or bring him into bad repute before 
the jury was resorted to and still he was 
proven innocent. 
We produce as a mat­ 
ter of news, now that it has been made 
public through the courts, the charges 
Mrs. Turgeon brought against Father 
Vaudry, and also his version of the af­ 
fair:
